In addition, the Unisource notice stated that 
all employees assigned to the Contract had been terminated. Therefore, this office recommends that the 
Board declare the Unisource Contract terminated for cause. The total remaining balance in the contract is 
$913,667.00. 

The scope of work of the Unisource contract covered several areas of services in connection with 
information technology for the New Hospital. The design of the data center and other technology 
consulting services has been completed. Remaining work to be performed by Unisource included 
construction administration services for the construction of the data center and the UPS design services 
and the installation of audio-visual systems. 

This office is recommending that construction administration services for the implementation and 
installation of the audio-visual and television systems be awarded to Sako & Associates, Inc. Sako 
provided design services for the audio-visual and television systems for the New Hospital as a sub¬ 
consultant to Unisource and is fully knowledgeable about the scope of work.

On September 7, 2001, Spacelabs Medical, 
Inc., an unsuccessful bidder on the Contract, filed a lawsuit against Agilent. Philips, Cook County and 
certain County officers and employees seeking, among other things, to have the Contract declared null 
and void. Spacelabs v. County of Cook , et al. 01 CH 14855. Pursuant to settlement negotiations and in 
the interests of resolving all potential claims and avoiding further litigation and delay in this matter. 
Spacelabs agrees to dismiss the lawsuit with prejudice on the condition that the County Board authorizes 
its Purchasing Agent to advertise for bids for Bid Package #7 subsequent to the termination of the 
Contract. Agilent and Philips have agreed to renounce their rights under the contract subject to the 
Board’s termination of the Contract and the subsequent advertisement for bid for Bid Package #7F. 

The State’s Attorney’s office recommends this course of action.

Chairman Steele asked Michael Griffin, representing the Highway Department, to give an explanation of 
the department’s request. 

Mr. Griffin stated the Highway Department is currently improving Vollmer Road within several villages 
and the existing road is not in a straight line. In order to reconstruct the road, it is necessary to purchase 
property on the south side of the proposed alignment. Currently the only house in the area is an old 
wooden house which sits on the property. The property was appraised along with an adjacent lot for 
$99,000.00. He further commented that the property owners counter-offered a price of $225,000.00; 
however, through the negotiation process, the agreed upon price was $115,000.00. Although this amount 
was considerably less than the counter-offer, the owners did not ask for relocation expenses. The 
Department of Highways is now requesting permission from the Committee to close the sale. 

Commissioner Moran asked if any objections came from any townships and municipalities. 

Mr. Griffin responded that the Village informed the owners that if they remained in the house, the County 
would only purchase the property for improvements beginning at the front steps and the house would be 
two feet from the right-of-way line. The Village also informed the owners that if they remained on the 
property, they could not make any improvements. 

Chairman Steele asked about the total compensation listed on the appraisal report and asked why the 
figure is $94,000.00. 

Michael Griffin said the house is being sold for $94,000.00 and the adjacent lot for $5,000.00. 

Commissioner Moreno asked what would happen with the house if approval for acquisition of the 
property is granted. 
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Mr. Griffin stated the house will be tom down and the remaining property will be declared excess land. 
Commissioner Moreno asked the cost of the removal of the house. 

Mr. Griffin responded that he did not know the cost for the removal of the house. 

Commissioner Moreno asked if the property is marketable. 

Mr. Griffin replied that this property as well as thousands of other properties the County owns remain 
vacant until a request is made to declare the property as excess and it is purchased. Once this occurs, the 
property may become usable for another purpose.

ORDINANCE 


Transmitting a Communication, dated November 15. 2001 from 
ALBERT PRITCHETT. Chairman, Emergency Telephone System Board 

respectfully request that the Cook County Board of Commissioners consider for approval an amendment 
to the Cook County Emergency System Ordinance (#93-0-8), originally approved and adopted January 
25, 1993, to include the Village of Dixmoor in its system. 

At the November 8. 2001, regular meeting of the Emergency Telephone System Board (ETSB) members 
voted unanimously to allow the entrance of the Village of Dixmoor and to be considered by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 

The Village of Dixmoor has been receiving its 9-1-1 service from Southwest Central Dispatch. 
Southwest Central Dispatch no longer desires to provide the service, and the Village Board, at the ETSB 
meeting of October 11th has requested inclusion of the Village of Dixmoor in the County 9-1-1 system. 

The Cook County ETSB responsibility is limited to answering 9-1-1 calls for the Village of Dixmoor and 
then transferring those calls to the Dixmoor Police Communications Center. 
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The Village of Dixmoor must increase its 9-1-1 surcharge from its current rate of $.75, to match the 
County rate of $1.25. 

Upon approval of this amendment, the 9-1-1 ETSB will forward this request to the Illinois Commerce 
Commission.

ORDINANCE 

COUNTY'S ENHANCED 9-1-1 EMERGENCY TELEPHONE 
SYSTEM ORDINANCE, AS AMENDED 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted into law the Emergency Telephone System Act, III. Rev . 
Stat . ch. 134, para. 30.01 et. seq. (the Act) and 

WHEREAS, the Act enables a County to impose a surcharge on billed subscribers of network connections 
provided by telecommunications carriers at a rate per network connection in order to implement and 
maintain a "9-1-1" Emergency Telephone System: and 

WHEREAS, the Act further provides that before the surcharge may be imposed it must be authorized by a 
majority of voters in a referendum by the County; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board of Cook, its' President, and commissioners deem it to be in the best 
interest of the County to implement and maintain an enhanced "9-1-1" Emergency Telephone System and 
to impose a surcharge on billed subscribers of network connections provided by the telecommunications 
carriers to pay for the cost associated therewith; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the President and Board of Commissioners of the County 
of Cook, Cook County Illinois as follows: 

NEW CHAPTER - Surcharge for Emergency 9-1-1 Telephone System 

Section One 

A surcharge is hereby imposed, subject to the provisions of Section Two, upon all telephone subscribers 
passed through telecommunication carriers engaged in the business of transmitting messages by means of 
electricity originating within the corporate limits of Cook County. However, the surcharge may not be 
imposed, unless requested by a municipality, in any incorporated area which has previously approved a 
surcharge, or in any incorporated area where the corporate authorities have previously entered into a 
binding contract or letter of intent with a telecommunications carrier to provide 9-1-1 service through 
municipal funds. 

If simultaneous to approval of the county referendum contained in this ordinance, a municipality approves 
a substantially similar referendum authorizing a surcharge for 9-1-1 services to be provided by the 
municipality, this ordinance does not apply to that municipality. 

Section Two 

A referendum shall be placed by the Cook County Clerk on the April 20, 1993, ballot for all legal voters 
residing in the Unincorporated areas of Cook County and Municipalities of Berkeley, Golf, Ford Heights, 
Northlake, Phoenix, Robbins, and Stone Park, to vote upon the following question: 
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:Shall the County of Cook impose a surcharge : 

:of up to one and 25/100 dollars ($1.25) per month : YES 

:per network connection, which surcharge will be : 

:added to the monthly bill you receive for telephone :_ 

:or telecommunications charges for the purpose of : 
installing a 9-1-1 Emergency Telephone System : NO 


Section Three 

If a majority of the votes cast upon the question are in favor thereof, a surcharge is hereby imposed at a 
rate of $1.25 per month per in service network connection, as hereinafter defined. 

Section Four 

As used in this Ordinance, the following terms shall have the following meanings: a)"network 
connection" and "transmitting messages" shall have the same meanings as in the Emergency Telephone 
System Act, Ill. Rev. Stat. ch. 134, para. 30.01 et seq. (1991); b) "telecommunications carrier" shall have 
the same meaning as Ill. Rev. Stat. ch. Ill 2/3, para. 13-202; c) "board" means the Emergency Telephone 
System Board of Cook County created pursuant to Section 12 of this Ordinance. 

Section Five 

The Cook County Clerk shall provide any telecommunication carrier subject to the surcharge with a 
certified list of those network connections assigned to the municipalities or county to be exempt from 
imposition of the surcharge. The certified list may be revised by the County of Cook on 60 days prior 
written notice provided to the telecommunication carriers. 

Section Six 

The surcharge shall be imposed on the first day of the month following the expiration of 90 days from the 
date of the Cook County Clerk certifies to the individual telecommunication carriers subject to the 
surcharge that the referendum referred to in Section Two has passed. 

Section Seven 

Each telecommunications carrier is hereby authorized and instructed to recover accounting and collection 
charge, as provided in Section 8. by deducting 3% from the gross amount of surcharge collected 
otherwise due and owing the County of Cook prior to remittance under Section Eight of this ordinance. 

Section Eight 

The amount of surcharge collected by the telecommunications carrier shall be paid to the Emergency 
Telephone System Board of Cook County not later than 30 days after the surcharge is collected, net of 
any network or other 9-1-1 or sophisticated 9-1-1 system charges then due the particular 
telecommunication carrier, as shown on an itemized bill and as previously agreed upon by the Board and 
the carrier and the 3% accounting and collection charge described in Section Seven. 
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Section Nine 

Simultaneously with the remittance described in Section Eight above each telecommunication carrier 
shall make a return to the Cook County Treasurer for the period to which the remittance applies stating as 
follows: 

1. The name of the telecommunication carrier. 

2. The telecommunication carrier's principal place of business. 

3. The number of network connections to which the surcharge applies. 

4. The amount of surcharge due. 

5. Such other reasonable and related information such as the corporate authorities may 

require. 

Section Ten 

If it shall appear that an amount of surcharge has been paid which was not due under the provisions of this 
ordinance, whether as the result of a mistake of fact or an error of law, then such amount shall be credited 
against any surcharge due, or to become due, under this ordinance from the telecommunication carrier 
who made the erroneous payments; provided that no amounts erroneously paid more than three(3) years 
prior to the filing of a claim therefore shall be so credited. Ninety days prior notice shall be given to the 
Emergency Telephone System Board on any credit against a surcharge due. 

Section Eleven 

No action to recover any amount of surcharge due under the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
commenced more than three (3) years after the due date of such amount. 

Section Twelve 

Upon approval of the referendum, the Emergency Telephone Board System of Cook County shall be 
established. The Board shall consist of not fewer than five members, appointed by the President of the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners and approved by the Board of Commissioners. 

At least three members of the Board shall be representative of the 9-1-1 public safety agencies, including 
but not limited to police departments, fire departments, emergency medical services providers, and 
emergency services and disaster agencies, and appointed on the basis of their ability or experience. 
Elected officials are also eligible to serve on the board. Members of the board shall serve without 
compensation but shall be reimbursed for their actual and necessary expenses. Any 2 or more 
municipalities, counties, or combination thereof, that impose a surcharge may, instead of establishing 
individual boards, establish by intergovernmental agreement a Joint Emergency Telephone System Board 
pursuant to this Section. The manner of appointment of such a joint board shall be prescribed in the 
agreement. 

The Board's powers and duties shall include, but are not limited to the following: 

1. Planning a 9-1-1 system. 
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2. Coordinating and supervising the implementation, upgrading or maintenance of the 
system, including the establishment of equipment specifications and coding systems. 

3. Receiving monies from the surcharge imposed under this Ordinance, and from any other 
source, for deposit into the Emergency Telephone System Fund. 

4. Authorizing all disbursements from the fund. 

5. Hiring, on a temporary basis, any staff necessary for the implementation or upgrade of 
the system. 

All monies received by a board pursuant to a surcharge imposed under this Ordinance shall be deposited 
into a separate interest bearing Emergency Telephone System Fund account. The Cook County Treasurer 
shall be custodian of the fund. All interest accruing on the fund shall remain in the fund. No 
expenditures may be made from such fund except upon the direction of the board by resolution passed by 
a majority of all members of the board. Expenditures may be made only to pay for the costs associated 
with the following: 

1. The design of the Emergency Telephone System. 

2. The coding of an initial Master Street Address Guide database, and update and 
maintenance thereof. 

3. The repayment of any monies advanced for the implementation of the system. 

4. The charges for Automatic Number Identification and Automatic Location Identification 
equipment, and maintenance, replacement and update thereof. 

5. The non-recurring charges related to installation of the Emergency Telephone System 
and the ongoing network charges. 

6. Other products and services necessary for the implementation, upgrade and maintenance 
of the system and any other purpose related to the operation of the system, including costs attributable 
directly to the construction, leasing, or maintenance of any buildings or facilities or costs of personnel 
attributable directly to the operation of the system. Costs attributable directly to the operation of an 
emergency telephone system do not include the costs of public safety agency personnel who are and 
equipment that is dispatched in response to an emergency call. 

The Board shall complete the database before implementation of the 9-1-1 system. The error ratio of the 
database shall not at any time exceed 1% of the total database. 

Section Thirteen 

Civil Liability 

No public agency or public safety agency, nor any officer, agent or employee of any public agency or 
public safety agency, shall be liable for any civil damages as a result of any act or omission, except 
willful or wanton misconduct, in connection with developing, adopting, operating or implementing any 
plan or system required by this Ordinance. 
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No person who gives emergency instructions through a system established under this Ordinance to 
persons rendering services in an emergency at another location, nor any person following such 
instructions in rendering such services, shall be liable for any civil damages as a result of issuing or 
following the instructions, unless issuing or following the instructions constitutes willful or wanton 
misconduct. 

This Section may not be offered as a defense in any judicial proceeding brought by the Attorney General 
to, compel compliance under Section 12 of the Emergency Telephone Systems Act. 

Section Fourteen 

The County shall not expend any County funds for the implementation, installation and maintenance or 
other related costs attributable to providing a 9-1-1 emergency system for the citizens of Cook County. 
However, the County may pay for the personnel necessary to operate the 9-1-1 system. 

Section Fifteen 

Any and all ordinances in conflict herewith, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section Sixteen 


As provided in Section One of this ordinance, and pursuant to the October 11,2001 request by the Village 

of Dixmoor to be included in the Cook County 9-1-1 system, upon approval by the Illinois Commerce 

Commission all telecommunication carriers shall be notified to impose the County surcharge rate of $1.25 

per month per in service network connection, to all customers located within the Village of Dixmoor.

WHEREAS, the Illinois Constitution of 1970. Article IX. Section 4, specifically enables counties 
to classify real property for taxation purposes; and 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly also has mandated that when a county elects to classify 
property pursuant to Article IX, Section 4 of the Illinois Constitution, such classification “must be 
established by ordinance of the county board. If not so established, the classification is void.” 35 ILCS 
200/9-150; and 

WHEREAS. Cook County has elected to classify real property for taxation purposes, and in 1973, 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted the Cook County Real Property Assessment 
Classification Ordinance (the “Cook County Ordinance”), which sets the property tax assessment level of 
a Cook County property at a certain, explicit percentage based on the use of the property; and 

WHEREAS, this Board has dealt with numerous ordinances and has worked with the Cook 
County Assessor's Office on a variety of measures aimed to aid taxpayers and address their concerns; and 

WHEREAS, on November 9. 2001, this Board's President. John H. Stroger. Jr., individually, llled 
his Motion for Leave to Intervene lnstanter as Amicus Curiae and to File Instanter the Brief of Amicus 
Curiae John H. Stroger.
